While it does not yet start 
more mills and factohes than are clos- 
ing for want of work, it crops out in 
heavy epecalative porchMea of jiip iron, 
wool and Fonio other materials, liy o.k- 
perienred men who bolii've that a re- 
vival of tiusiness is not far off, and for 
the first time iu nearly two mouths a 
■light npword torn appears in prices of 
mannfaotared prodocta. Tlie gain in 
eonfldence and in willingneRS to lend 
and invest stives rea.son to hope that the 
necessary rt'ijlenisliineiit uf stocks which 
cannot be loiiK deferred, may be liberal 
enough to stitnulute fair activity iu 
trade and industry. 

Wheat had saddenly risen a week 
ago, but reacted with better crop news 
nntii Iharsday, when another advance 
of 1 cent, making the net decline for 
the week 1 6>8 cents. Western receipts 
continued large, 6,218,706 bnahela for 
the week, agiunst 4,660,101 last year, 
maUuff the inerease since Jnlj 1 about 
19,000,000, or 68 per cent. Atlanta ex- 
port* are also laige, floor included, 'i.- 
083,068 boshels, against 1,847,U52 last 
year, and since July 1, 10,078,551 bash- 
els, against 11,815,645 last year, a gain 
of 69 per cent. Gloomy stories find lit- 
tle snpport in such retnms.

On 
tho arrival of the troin at the Wabash 
railway station iu this city. Senator 
Palmer found a crowd of. about oUU peo 
pie, who cheered US he alighted fro:n 
the train. About 200 people, headed by 
a militai-y band, escorted lum to his 
home, which had been handsomely dt!c- 
orated by his friends. Ex- State Senator 
Hiram P. Sliumway introduced Senator 
Palmer to the crowd of uUO that had as- 
sembled, who heartily cheered liim 
Senator Palmar addressed them as fol 
lows: 

"My friends and neighbors: I feel 

Iirateinl for the kind words which have 
ust been spoken, but notliiug touches 
me like this non-partisan, neighborly 
assemblage that greets me here ou my 
return from Indianapolis. I feel pro 
foundly grateful to you, my ueighbors 
for this tonohing exhibitiou of your 
good will. I have not the language to 
properly express my feelings. I can 
only soy, may God blobs you all. May 
you prosper, in your basket and in your 
store. I can say nothing more express 
ive thau I have said. 

"I went down to Indianapolii^, as you 
know, without any expectation <jf re- 
ceiving even a recognition from th. 
convention that was to assemble tliere. 
I went there earnestly di-suing the 
nomiiiatiun of a brave and gallant sol- 
dier friend — one who had won honor in 
the service of his country and who de- 
serves honor from his countrymen. I 
went down there expecting also to as 
Kociate with that name another — tlit 
name of a soldier — not a soldier who 
wore the lilu.^, but a soldier wi»o wore 
the griy. 1 e.\pected to taki- i)art iu 
signalizing tliat comjilete re>tunition ol' 
tlie IJnuiii — tliat cumplete oblivion ex- 
tended by tUo north tv tiie south and hy 
the soutli to tho north— that forgeriiil- 
iiebS of the i>ast, and tin; recogmtioa of 
pure, earnest i)atriotisin. 1 exi>ecfea to 
render that service to my country. 
After n-aching tliere, for reasons that 1 
do not know — for reasoius that tiu'y 
would not give tome — no one told me 
why I was selected as tiie representative 
of that code of political opiniun tliat 1 
cherish. Tho convuntiou was a largi.> 
one, composed of men eminently repre- 
seutative aud emineutly resp'ectatjle. 
They kindly tendered me the nonuua- 
tion for the presidency — not tendered it, 
but forced it uiion me. Alter they 
drafted me, tnen I volunteered. 
(Laughter.) X told them I would serve 
tJiem. 

"And now, my fellow citizens, I 
again thank you for this toucliiug evi- 
ueuce of your regai'd and of your good 
will. While I appreciate and cherish 
that nomination as one of my precious 
memorias, it does not touch me, nor do 
I valae it as I do your presence here 
this afternoon, with your kind faces 
and your earnest sood wishes. I should 
scorn myself if I tliought this moment 
of mere political results. I thank tou 
for the kin d n e ss yon have exhibited iu 
your jr«ces. I hope I have done some- 
thing to serve the people of Illinois. I 
know I have not served them enough to 
pay them for thu exhibitiou of their 
goodwill. May God bless you.". (Ap- 
plause. )

LI HUNG CHANG'S MISSION. 

llH Important KVCi-ct on the I uture uf tha 
Chlne«e Empire. 

Shan'qhai, Sept. 5.— There are reports 
in circulation here among people of the 

highefst autliority wh;cii. if (nrrect. 
show that the travels of Li Hung Chan;,' 
in Kr.rope are lil;ely to liavp in fhi.' im- 
mediate future a most important etlect 
upon the policy of the Chines? govern- 
ment, and that the interior of the Chi- 
nese empire will shortly be thrown open 
to free trade. 

When the groat Chinese stati snian 
was in England, an olticial attached to 
his >rall said that the m.un nb.ie( t of 
th.' Mceroy's tour was to sound tlie 
Kuropean governments regarding an in- 
ert ase in the custom.s tariif of t'liina. 
He added that it was understood that 
Russia, ( lermany and France were fa- 
vorable ro the increase, but that the 
Marquis .(f Salisbmy w.iuti d time to 
coiisid- r the matter, anil that ho had 
brought forward several important 

couiiter-pri ij)' >sitio:is. 

What the ])rof)o^als of Lord .Salisbury 
were, jirobalily few ]ieo]ili. known. On 
the othir hand, it i> av>. rt'd hereby 
the ix'oj.le who are in a jiosinon to have 
atcurati' information r. garding the pol- 
icy of the ( 'hinese governni' nt, that thi> 
la!t> r is inclined to eoiie-'d" th<.' .•ondi- 
tions Si t fol til by Lord ."^.lUsbary, ami 
that as n iT 'limiii uy a.,'r"":u -nr tliyre 
will be an incr. a-e m tli-' tarilf, all 
transit dues in the interior of China 
will be abolished, and that, later on, 
free trade will be e.-tablished through- 
out the L'iiitiese empire. 

Th(! preliminary increase in the tariff 
is looked up on as being neces.^ary. as » 
k)an must be secured in some nianuer. 
and the customs dues are regwded as 
being the seciurity possible under the 
circumstances. 

It is intimated that if Great Brit.ain 
advances the money requireil by China, 
tho la<ter, as a sort of bonus, will pla 
orders for a number of battleships, 
erasers and torjiedo boats of v.u'ioas de- 
scriptions in British shipyards, and fur- 
ther, British oificera may be detailed t) 
reorgauize the Chinese army. It was 
at first proposed to intriut this talk to 
(ierm:m officers, but it is belisved that 
Li Himg Chang, while iu Uermany, 
was not not successful in driving tho 
bargains wiiich he contemplated. 

Of course, thU is a decidedly English 
view of the ease, and may be modified 
by future events, for a great deal de 
pends still upon the action of Li Hunz 
Chang when he retams to China and 
the nature of the report which he will 
furnish for the decision of the emperor. 

Finally, it is understood that tho Chi- 
nese government has practically decid 
( d to take steps at an early date to 
make a considerable extension in t)io 
railroads of the empire, and a foreign 
railroad board, organized on the ba.«is 
of the foreign customs commission, may 
bo intrusted with this task.

Anne 
was tlie widow of Edward, whom Rich* 
ard slew at Towkcsbtiry. 

Every one felt that Richard was a 
disgrace to the country, and Henry, 
earl of Richmond, succeeded in def-at- 
iiig and slaying the nsui-])! r on ]'>os- 
woj th field in 148."», when Henry was 
cnjwned on the battlefield. 

Richard wus buried at Leicester, but 
daring the reign of Henry vm, when 
the monasteries were destroyed, Rich- 
ard's body was exhumed and hia stone 
cofTln used for many yean in that town 
as a li orse trough. 

ShakesiM'are and t ho historians give 
an unpleasant impression regarding 
Ridiard'siKTsonality, bat this waa done 
in the interest of the Tudors, perhai)S. 
He was highly intelligent, and if he 
had given less attention to usurpation 
•Wonld have been more ]>opii]ar.

A SILO IN A BARN. 



lli«tp«iMlT«, EfBoltint knd Eaaily Conitroot- 
od In a D»7 by Two Hen. 

The silo was circular in shape and 
Inilt of pine staves six inches wide and 
two inchaa thick, which had been 
beveled at tiie mill ftar the purpose. Tho 
foundation was of concrete, aud upon 
this tiio stuviis were set Tho circular 
form was obtained by simjily nailing 
barrel staves on the outside to hold them 
in place until the hoops could be put 
on. The use of barrel stave* in this 
manner saved the making of a ftramo 
around which to boild th* lill*. 

The hoops or bands should be of gal- 
vanizt'd iron, the size being about one- 
half iuch iu diameter, and these should 
bo pat on at • dlttADoe of • lo feet

Conooruiug the rich fruit of the lotas, 
which grow luxuriantly in the Nile, 
many charming legends have been told. 
It was t>elieTed that it was so delightful 
that thoio who ate of it would never 
leave thi' spot where it grew, but for it 
would abandon home and friends to 
spend their Uvea in a dream of serene 
delight. Homer, in the Odyssey, mcu- 
tions tho lotus eaters, who lived ou the 
northern coast of Africa, and records 
their attempts to detain the followers 
of Ulytsea by giving them thi' fruits of 
the lotus to eat, bo that they should 
never wish to leave the spot where it

apart, one lieing placed within 18 inches 
of the top and bottom of the silo. Tho 
method of keeping these bands tight 
and of taking up the slack due to the 
shrinkage of the staves is a very simple 
one. Pieces of well seasoned oak, 1 by 
4 inches by about 4 fi'ct long, havo 
holes bored through them for the inser- 
tion of the hoops. Large nuts with wasli- 
ers ore put on tho ends of the hoops, and 
then by simply tightening these nuts 
tho silo can be kept tight, and as shrink- 
age in ngressi s the slack can be taken up. 
If v.lic n the silo is filled the moisture 
cp.u.ses the staves to sw( 11, wemayloosrn 
the nuts aud prevent anything from 
breaking. 

To hold the staves in place daring tho 
summer when the silo may be empty 

one may use largo stapb's such as are 
emi)loyed in the eniistruction of barb 
wire fence. These .';tai !is should be 
driven iu so that they will overlap tho 
crack, one prong being iuserted in one 
stave, tho other prong being inserted in 
tho adjoining stave. 

The diKjrs may be constructed in the 
following manner: Pieces similar to the 
felly of a wagon wheel are nailed to the 
outside of the silo between the bands; 
then with a saw set at a bevel the door 
is sawed out so that it can bo removed 
only from the inside. A space three feet 
wi(le will u.sually be found large t uough 
for the door. The cut made by the saw 
at each end will pi ruiit the insc rtion of 
a pi( t e ef tarred paper wheu tho door is 
put in place. The sides of the dooT may 
be planed oH slightly so that paper may 
bo put in to moke the opening airtight. 
All the dorTS iieerled would probably be 
secured by cutting out the sjiace between 
every second hoop. A eilo fi et liigh 
and 20 feet iu diamHter would hold 
about 188 tons of ensilage. Country 
Geutlcman, authority for tho foregoing 
illustrated description, tells that thi:i 
silo was let'np in one day bj two men.

The apple among fruits is as staple 
and universally demanded as beef among 
meats. The variety which has sold for 
the highest price in British markets is 
the Albemarle Pippin, which is success- 
fully grown to its greatest perfection in 
tbestatoof Virginia. This variety ius 
at times netted the growers |7 a barrel 
in the orchards. It is a n niarkably lliii' 
keeper, of delicious flavor and beautiful 
coloring. The prolits of intelligent hor- 
ticulture along the Atlantic seaboard 
cannot well be overestimated. The suc- 
cess in foreign marts of the Pacific 
states fruit growers and shippers, labor- 
ing under the disadvantage of a rail 
carriage from the Pacilie to the Atlan- 
tic, sheiuld stimulate all horticulturists 
this side of the Rocky mountaius to 
further leeaie aalea for their prodaota 
in Earope.

IJurn th, stubble to destroy nil rub- 
bish that would interfere with tho per- 
fect preparation ot tho seed bed. 

Harrow repeatedly, with a disk cr 
spading liarrow, imtil the soil is thor- 
oughly loosened to the depth of two or 
three inches. 

Pulverize the soil very finely with a 
fine tooth harrow. 

As soon as the soil becomes thoroughly 
moistened sow tho clover seed, harrow 
it in lightly and heavily roll the 
ground. The timothy or other grass seed 
may be sown at the same time or later. 
Of course the soil must be rich to obtain 
a permanently good Stand.— Ameriooo 
Agriculturist. 

Uomcmade Pruning Saw. 

In many cases amateur fruit growers 
do not oare to go to the expense of a 
regular pruning saw for ase among the 
higher branches of fruit trees. A handy 
saw can bo easily made out of any old 
saw blade. It sliould be sharpened and 
a hole drilled in each end. Theu get a 



The same poetical idea is known to 

tho Arabs, who call it the "fruit of des- 
tiny, " which is to be eaten in paradise, 
and it IS ou tlii.'i foundation that Tenny- 
son built his churmiijg poi'iii of tho 
"Lotus Eaters." This mythical lotus 
has been identified by several botanists 
with that indigonotu to Tunis, which is 
a thorny shrub, with berries of the size 
of an olive. 

Mungo Park found a siiecins of lotus 
in Central America bearing berries of a 
delicious taste, which, ou being dried 
aud pounded, mado very wholesome 
and pleasant bread. The lotus fruit 
found in Tunis has a stimulating, al- 
most intoxicating effect, audit is there- 
fore probable tliat tliis jilant furnished 
the foundation of the aiicii nt b ^ji .'uls. 

Tlie buured lotus of the Egyptians was 
a line aquatic plant, dedicated to Osiris 
and Isis and regarded in Egyptian de- 
lineations as signifying the creation of 
the world. Distiiiet from this lotus was 
that known as tin blue lotus of tho 
Nile, also a sacriil pltnt. Both these 
spieies of lotus occur frequeutly as re- 
ligious symbols and decoratioDa in the 
t«wpks.— Public Opinion. 



Exporimenti V71th Oats. 

The experiments with oats recorded 
in an Illinois station bulletin seem to

be iMd with medium weights of ifenw 

IrrlgaUag Orohards. 

G. 0. Geirgeaon, writing from KM' 
■OS to Prairie Farmer, says : 

Experience lias prov( d that fall and 
winter irrigation is vi ry beuefleial to 
orchards. Fruit growi is in irrigated 
districts are almost a unit on this ques- 
tion. A good soaking in winter enables 
the trees to make a vigorous start when 
tho growing season sets in and supplies 
the soil with moisture sufliei. ntly to 
maintain the growth during the greater 
part of tin; summer. Uf course the wa- 
ter fihould nut be applu'd until after 
growth has entirely ceased in the fall 
aud the wood has properly matured. If 
applied too early in the full, it may 
stimulate to late growth, which will 
prove disastrous to the fruit crop.

Pi rrtoCabeixo, Coast of Venezuela, 
Aug. 1.— Venezuela and its present re- 
lations with the powi rs have of course 
been nearly "done to death," but there 
is one long episode in the history of this 
country which has bi > n ovi^rlooked. I 
refer to the buccaneering times, when 
richly laden Spanish galleons swept the 
eoast and eagtr French aud English men 
pursued them as lawful prey. This 
whole stretcli of coast from the island 
of Trinidad to the isthmus of Pauama 
was then known as tho Spanish main, 
the home of the Spaniards who hud 
made their settlements all along tlie 
south shores of the Caribtieaii sea. 

Only yesterday I was looking at an 
old house, said to (bite fr:'iu thetiiias 
of the "great English pirate, Drake, " 
as the Spaniards called him. It stands 
on one of the principal streets of Puerto 
Cabello, is well preserved and even in 
fine condition. And oH' this excellent 
liarbnr (whi( li is called tiu> i^irt < f tiie 
Hair — cabi'lln — In ''au-e a ship w oiild 
not go adrift if moored by a hair) there 
is an old stone fort, also dating from 
those troublous times of pirates aud 
buccaneers. Both house and fort have 
an interesting history, and particularly 
the fort, for it is directly olT this stoue 
fortii ss, right out to .sea, that, tradition 
states, lie tho remains of fciir Francis 
Drake, the original buoonneer by rtqral 
favcr. At least there he was swung 
over tho side of his ship in the year 
l.'jSO — all t!n r(> wa.s of him — in a le;:d- 
en coflin av.tl sunk t." tin bottom (.f tlie 
"Down w( lit Sii i' r.iiieis to tlie 
bottom of the si a, " and it was on that 
same disastrous vfiyag,\ off the island 
of Puerto Bico, that his knighted com- 
patriot. Sir Jchn Hawkins, hnd been 
disposed c;f in lil:>" ii.:.!i;:"r. 

This was the hist < f tb- m, but not of 
their class, for tln' bn( ci;!r i v.-j > ( iitimi<'(l 
to wage war upon tipanisli shipping lOU 
years after that. It was in I6G8, or a 
year before Shakespeare was born, that 
Hawkins made a most profitable voyage 
to and from th(' coast cf Africa, bring- 
ing to the West Indii s e. caig-iot slavt s. 
He was the great original ^LlV(•r, as hi^ 
friend Dral:(> was the lijyal fii ebooter. 
When Hawkins couldu't sell hi.s .slaves 
and make u good roimd profit, he bom- 
barded the cities of tho Spai;iards and 
Backe d tiu in aftt rwaid, ei.d Drake dii! 
the same. At first thi' e:ieiu:;'s of Spi in 
were fittid out as private'-!-: or litters 
of marque, with permhsiiou from their 
respoctivo |rovenim< nts to prey upon 
the rommereo of their common eneuiy. 
But finally, as Spain's commercial wtar 
sank tov aid tlie hoi'izon, tiie ] rivateers 
and their sc.eees-ors f(;ui;(i it more jirof- 
itable to eii!,'age in indi.scriniinat • plun- 
dering, aud then they wi re regarded as 
pirates and hanged accordingly when- 
ever caught. The only difference be- 
tween n privateer and a common pirate 
was that the former Imd the .'^aucfiou of 
his government aud tiie latter went 
without, and so became common prej'. 
Tho buccaneers held a position sort of 
half way between the two, being not so 
bloodthbstjr in general as tha pirates

and yet working without sanction of 
any recognized government. The last of 
tho buccaneers wiio scourged this coast 
was Sir Henry Morgan, another Eng- 
lishman, but who was not kniglited uie 
til after ho hud won his spurs by n< 
Btroying a few Spanish cities and mur- 
dering a few thoosand of their inhabit- 
ants. He started out in life as a com- 
mon sailor, joined the buccaneers of 
.Taniaicn and began his am er by attack- 
ing aud sac king a city (if the Spanish 
main. It was thi- city ol i'uerto Bello. 
As it was strongly fortified it made des- 
perate resistance, but flnally capitulated 
and was given up to fire and sword. 

Over ocross the sea channel from here 
H(s the little Dutch island of Cur.icaci, 
which has one of the fiuest harbors in 
the world, with a narrow entrance and 
with a big, sheltered lagoon bi'hind high 
hills, well out of sight. All the navies 
of the globe might find shelter here, 
aud in this lagoon tho pirates used to 
lie in wait for the Spanish galleons, 
coming up from tlie coikst of Veiie<;nt la, 
bound for Spain with their ricli c.irgoi - 
of silver aud gold. In fact, the entin 
stretch of coast known as the Spanish 
main has at some time been the seeue 
of conflict between the Spaniards and 
the pirates. 

There are no wars here now, nor ru 
mors of war, for the pre sident is ruling 
wisely, yet v> ith au iron iiaiid, and as 
the country is getting accessible by 
moans of the raiUoads projected and 
built by Oermnn and English capital 
then; is constantly b ss danger of a 
rt volution. A tine n ad leads from this 
])oir into the count ry and around to- 
ward Caracas, the last portion of whioh, 
up the slopes of the hills, is by the cam 
aud CPU systeu), lUie that ns«d on the 



railroad up Mount Wasthington. The 
views along the nmte are glwions, and 
the air grows cooler as the ascent is 

made. But it is by no means cool along 
the coast, and tomorrow I shall lioard a 
steamer for the United Stales and take 
the straightaway sail of six days' voyag- 
ing across the Caribbean sea, the ^If 
stream and the intervening ocean to 
KttW ITovk.

Old house- 
kei ])i rs wlioareu .cd to prejiaring fruits 
"p' uiid for jiound" look pometimes 
wit ii disfavor upon the iiev.'i r methal of 
cunning, which reipiires b ss sugar and 
more cooking and keeps thu fruit more 
nearly in its natural shape. Perfect jars 
must be used, both for running and pre- 
si rviiig, and great care must be taken 
in sealing till 111 so that they ari' per- 
f. "fly airtight. Tlie fruit niust be of 
the l i'-;t, the .<irnp of light iiroiiortions 
and boiling hut uud thu jars lilltd to 
the brim. 

To can fruit, pock it in jars. Make a 
siruj) of sng.'.r ami water, using the 
proportion.-: fr.rdilV. n nt fnii!.- givi n be- 
low. Pill the jars f hree-riuartirs fiill 
with boiling sirup. Put the covers on 
without rubbers uud do not screw them 
tight.

Today there 
at least 5,000 and 
prabaUy many 
mom On this 
point we have 
unimpeachable 
N. Y. riorald. testimony and 
from an unwilling witness. Early in 
l&lt2 lion. Roswell G. Ilorr, tariff edi- 
tor of tlie Now York Tribune, started 
out to prove that protection did not oe- 
ate miUicHiaires. 

Under his direetion • rety careful 
census was taken in erety part of the 
United States by 
The Tribuue'.s 
agents. The lists 
were published 
weekly in The 
mbimo for cor- 
rection and then 
compiled in a 
pamphlet. Tho 
number exceeded 
4,000 and was 
■oon pi^ovod to 
be eotirely too 
smalL Mr. Horr 
succeeded in 
proving to his 
own satisfaction 
mannfactnrexa 
"And how were the rest made?" 
The enormous land grants and subsi- 
dies to railroads made a few dozens like 
Stanfni d, Ci-ecker and lIuutiii}iton. Tlie 
Budden growth fif western cities duo to 
the hothoufie systiin of forcing develop- 
ment made a few hundreds. Doseons like 
Jay Gould and hia fellows were mado 
by the system d railroad wnxking. 
Many were made by speculation in gold 
and pivernnieiit bonds, by tho national 
banking system iuid many other Echc ine.<4 
fostered by govcrimu ut.

locate all industrial conditiona 





Every ecnnomi.st wortJiy of the name 
had .said again and again tliat gold fluc- 
tuates in Taln)\ No o<'ononiic writer 
has ever denied it. In liis 
'• Wealth o f Nations" 
Adam Smith s^rs: "Ciold 
and silver, like ©very other 
commodity, vary in their 
value.

liicardo, in his paper on the "High

By "curreticy" Rksardo meant money 
of every character, including gold. 

Mr. Macleod, in his able work on 
the "Ekmeuts of Bankii«," avs."The

Prof ewtor Fran - 
cis A. Walker of 
tho Massaohu- 
aetta Institute of 
Technology, in 
his able work on 
money, says:

deceptive as a mea.snre of the obliga- 
tion of the debtor, of tho claim of the 
cr(Hlitor. Thus Professor Jevons esti- 
mates that the value of gold fell between 
1789 and 1809 46 per cent, and froat 
1809 to 1849 it rose 145 per cent " 

When Gold Waa Cheap. 

It ia a point well worth noting; how- 
ever, that in tlw aerea or eight yea rs 

1849-66 — that gold, according to the 
best authorities, lost 25 per cent of its 
value, the worlil accommodated itself 
very easily to the cliange. The only 
outcry was from tlit; holders of lixed in- 
debtedness^ and they wanted to demone- 
tize g(dd heeanse it waa too cheap. We 
heard very little about that in this 
country and tht> masses of our peopli' 
did not even know it, becansi> we had 
then no permanent creditor cliuis, no 
great bondholders ; but tho litt-rature of 
Europe at the time was full of com- 
plaints, AND AUSTRIA, GERMANY 
AND BELtJIUM ACTUALLY DE- 
MONETIZED (tOLD. On tho other 
hand, the rapid increa.so 
:) in tho value of gtdd with- 
in tho last 20 yi rs has 
wrought worldwide bank- 
ruptcy, has brongjit a wail 
of distress from jirodaoeca 
in all lands, has again and 
again shaken the very 
World, foimdations of credit 
thnmghout tbo British empire, and right 
now, according to Dr. Ednard Soeas^ 
ttireatens a rodirisian of the earth. In 
short, contraction is very many timea 
more destructive than inflation. 

"I'.ut th(> mononietallists deny that 
tlicre has been any contraction, or that 
gold cheapened in 184!)-r>('., or that it 
has really appreciated iu value since 
1870." 

( >h, yes, they'll deny anything tioic. 
Maeanlay has well said that if a prop- 
erty inter<'st were afl'i-eti (1 liy it thou- 
sands of intelligent men would deny the 
law of gravitation. Only a few years 
ago some of the greatest scholars in this 
country denied that a man whose Aia 

s M;;ek aiid liis hair Ns-oolly had aiiat- 
ur:il xv^\\\ to the fruits of his labor or 
that a married v'omaa had aright- to 
her own earnings. 

In uo .''pei. ch <>r book published b< fore 
IHltO will y<iu llnd it deni< d that the 
volume of money and its jiroiHirtion to 
gitneral t^ad<^an^the main factors iu de- 
termining tho 
gMKral level of 
prices. It was 
taken for granted 
tiiat the amount 
of money of ulti- 
mate redi'lilptiou 
detenninid the 
price IcveL It 
was the founda- 
tion ujioii which 
a 1 1 disputants 
built till ir argu- 
ments. But now 
you cim hear it 
d««ied every day. 
And why? Bo- 
cau<'' it does not

History has answered that question 
so conclusively that aignment ia un- 
nc cca s B iy . In 1849-66 the speeie i 
tion t h roaghont 
the world Is al- 
legi>d to have 
been some 25 \*-x 
cent, fuid in this 
country there 
a general 
infla- 
tion of 40 iier 
cent. Was any- 
IxKly badly hurt? 
Look over tho pa- 
pers of that time 
and SCO if ycHi 
can findaqyotaa- 
plaints from the 
fjtrming regions. 
Do not econo- 
mists of all 
Bthools ogree 
that the 13 years JaUgo. 
immediately preceding our civil 
were tho golden age dl the Ameri- 
can farmer, if ho ever had one? 
Again, from t^arly in 18(>2 to early in 
isi;.") the currency of this country was 
inflated at least 150 iier cent. Some 
harm was done, of course, because the 
inflatkai waa wnad and tremendnaa, It 
wassixtiinea aa great aa any inflation 
now jxissible from the free coinage of 
silver, but tho only serious evil iu it 
was that it gave ocoaiiat tOT a irti»> 
quent contraction. 

I might quote all the economic writ- 
ers, from Adam Smith down, to the 
effect that tho volume of money is the 
laain factor in fixing the general price 
leveL Yon will find the doctrine ably 
set forth in the works of Adaaa Smith, 
John Locke, David Hume, John Stuart 
Mill, David Ricardo, William Stanley 
.leyons and by all tln' French and Aiii< ri 
can economists. The appalling elTi ets of 
long continued contraction and tho al- 
most marvelous benefits resulting from 
a libetal incrcaso in tho coin supply are 
tints beaBtifully set forth by Sir Archi- 
bald AHa^y i in his history of Enrnpe :
